ACCUSED OF DEAL
WITH HONEY KINGS

Republican ~ Congressional

Committee [ssues Statement
Charging Repeal of Tolls
Exemption to a Campaign
Bargain.

WASHINGTON, 06t 15-The Repubil-
ean Congresmlonal Cammittes, In A state.
ment Iesied Inst night, victually charges
President Wileon with having entersd Into
A bargaln with Andrew Carnogle and
Jamen J. Hill, under the terma of which
the two milllonniren are fnancing the
Democratic Congreaslonal campalgn as A
return for the action of the Preasident In
bringing about the repeal of the Panama
Canal free tolia act

Representative Frank P. Woods, of
Town, 18 chalfrman of the committes
which makes the necusition agiinst Lhe
Fresidont of the Unlted States,

According to the etatement, which haas
for Its Llext gome newspaper dispatches,
saying that Messrs. Carnegle and Hill
were fMnancing the Democratiec Congres-
elonn!l campalgn this year, Mr. Carnegle
“through hie so<called poswce endowment'*
spent thovaands of Jdollars In the Interest
of the Presldent’s conal tolls repenl propa-
gandn, and Mr. HIll was even more In-
terested in having the nct repealed, “but
his reanons were Adifferent.”

It was a case of helping Great Britain
with Mr. Carnegle, the statemgent assertsa,
but with Mr, Hill It was a matter of
dollars and cents, becauso toll exemption
would Interfere with high frelght rates
of his rallronds.  “All of the HIill in-
fluence was Jolned with that of the
Canadlan Paclflec Rallread to Kill off {ree
tolin,” the statement declares.

Tho statement continues;

80 It was that a common cause wan
made hetween President Wilson and theso
two foremost representatives of the preda-
tory Interests and, indeed, the co:.oina-
tion of blg money on the one hand and
barrels of political putronage on the other
were too strong for those who contended
that the canal should be operated In the
Intereat of the Ameriean Government,

which bullt It, and the prople, who paid
for it. Democrats In Congress, who by
the scoro were at heart for free tolls,
fenring the loss of postmastors and other
fat political johs, ftood Ly the President
untll free tolls wont down to defeat,
amld the unsuppressed exultation of the
Hilla and the Curnegles.”

The Republiean Congressional Commijts
tee accuses Mr. Hill of belng netuated
alao, in his alleged contributions to the
Democratie Congressional campalgn, by
resentment over the action of Republi-
can Leglslatures In States through which
the HIll rallroads pass In enncting rall-
rond legislation, Tre Legislatures of Min-
newoin, North Dakotn, South Dakotn,
Montanna, ldaho, Washington and Oregon
nre mentloned. Reference s made also
to Bemtor La Follette's fight angninst rall-
roads in Wisconsin, and the Burlington,
which Mr. Hill controls, was one of the
first to feel the effect of It, according to
the statement.

Tho statement may be expected to stir
more or less discotdnnt echoes In the Re-
publican camp, as 25 Republican members
of the House voted for the repenl of the
tolls exemption clause,

Stnator Overman, of North Carolina.

the Govérnmant shall pay back to the
ootlon SHtatex $46,0563,600.31, the amount
rulsed from the tax levied upon cotton by
the Federal Governmant during the Civil

War and  reconstruetion  days of the
South.  The amendment also provides
that when loaned ta the producers of

cotton the rate of intereat on this money
shull not excesd 3 per cont. per annum.

Senntor Smith spoke In support of his
amendment.  “Thia s not a politieal
menstire,” he sald, “I hope for nonpartl-
san support for 1. The question Involved
Ie niationnl, not local. It concernn the
manufacturers almost equally with the
producers of raw eotton.”

SENATE COMMITTEE AGREES
TO AMEND TAX ON TOBACCO

Graduated Levy Would Inorease
Revenue From Whar Tax Bill

WABHINGTON, Oect, 15—The SHennta
Fiinnce Commlittee has agreod to amend
the section taxing tobnceo, clgars and
clgarotten In the war tax blll. Under
the amendment proposed by the commit-
tee, manufacturers of tobaoeo making
100,00 pounds a year would pay $8 and
the tax would be graduated upward until
mantfacturers of 1000000 pounds or
more would pay §1200 a year,

The Lax on cigarette manufacturerns was
gradunted from $12 on the production of
LO00,000 to §1200 on n production of 80,-
00,00, The tax on the clgar manufac-
turers was gradunted from $3 on the manu-
fncture of 100,000 to $1200 on the manufac-
ture or 20,000,000,

The Increase In ravenue which will ba
derived from these changes is expected
to be considerable.

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NATIONS MUST JOIN
[NINVIOLABLE PACT,
CARNEGIE DECLARES

Proposing New League, He
Says World Harmony Is
Impossible While War

Preparations Continue.

NEW YORK, Oect 15,

Andraw Carnegle. In an article, “A
Liengue of Peace, Not Preparatlon for
War," In the Independent, makes a plea
to warring nationa to eonsider sérioualy
the adjustment of all futurs dleputes
through the Hague conference or other
tribunal sntisfactory to tha contendants.
Mr. Carnegle declarea that praparation
for war as a means of ABBUFINE peace
has been proved a fallure, and that the
agresment  betwean tha Allles which
binda them to aet only In untaon in all
matlers affecting peaca Ia an Nlurtration
of the forthcoming union of natlons to
pregarva paace.

“Among the fortheoming rasilts of the
prasent Huropean war,' says Mr, Carne-
gle, “thers Is to be proven once ngaln
the fallaey that worldl peace oan ba
nocured through preparation by ench nn-
tion for war. On the eontrary, there can
be no pansible escape teom the concluslon
that war can be abollshed oanly through
a unlon of powerful peice natlons, re-
solved to preserve the peace themsslvoes
and mino, if nbsolutely necessary, to en-
forea it upon others.

"The present war gives us upon A small
seala nn (llustration of the forthcoming
union of natlons to preserve peace, In the
agreement axecuted by the Allies, Britain,
Russin and France, which binds them to
act only In unimon [n all matters affect-
ing peace.

"After the present helligerenta agree
upon peaceful settlement Germany and
Austria should be the first Invited by the
Allles to Jjoin In forming A Leagie of
Penco. Bhould they accept, than some of
the other natlons might be Invited, First,
one genernl World Peace Commission
shill be established, to which ench mome-
bor shall eontribute toward expenditure In
proportion to Its population nand wenlth,
Thelr respective fleets shall be merged,
controlled and operated under such man-
ngemént asn the league mey direct from
time to time. No war polloy or attack
upon any natlon or fleet shall be made
except by & mnajority vote of two-thirds
of all the members of the World Peace
League, and then only after timely notice
to the natlons threatened., The commis-
slon ehall exereige undisputed nuthority,
always provided It is sustained and [te
nction approved from time to tlme by
two-thirds of the total membersghip.’

pocketls, ran squarely up nagalnst the
charge today that n “plekpocketa’ trust™
I operating with the connivance of the
pollce. Munieipal Judge W, N, Gemmill
safd that such n condition has existed
for yeara In Chlengo and Munlelipal
Judge John R, Newcomer supported the
chinrge made by Gemmiil

“There are between 300 and 600 known
mckpocketa In Chicago,” snld Judgae
Gemmill, “Four lawyers defend them all
They ara regularly hiréd by the organi-
zintion of plockpockets and three bonds-
men soem to slgn all the bonds for pick-
pockots arrested.

“Every e¢rook that ‘plnys the game
square’ ean get a bondsman without dim-
eulty, but that's only the beginning of
the work of the plekpockets' trust. Com-
pladning  witnesses often change thelr
testimony; and in one case n woman wns
even induced to replnee a stolen pocket-
bBoeok In her husband's coat to save =
plekpocket from conviction

“Some pollcemen are profiting by the
syatem. They are pald by the organiza-
tion. just na immoral women pay for pro-
toction by the police.

“Profesalonal alible, selectlion of friendly
jurles and things of that sort are well
known gnmes with the plekpocketa’ or-
gunization. Then they alwaya have
friends at tha City Hall to full back on.
In courts where I have been sitting 1

hnve Eeen an asglatant ¢ty prosecutor
nausalt several cases at once after o
tslephone conversatlon with ‘headquar-
ters' at the City Hall.”
